On Election Day 1994 Greenbelters chose to buck the 
national trend, along with most other Marylanders, to re- 
elect incumbent Democrats. In two open races, Republicans 
fared better. Although Greenbelters preferred G. Frederick 
Robinson for the seat on the County Council, Republican 
Audrey Scott was the winner in District 4. In the battle for 
governor Parris Glendening was still locked in a head-to- 
head race with his Republican opponent Ellen Sauerbrey on 
Wednesday morning. (See separate story.) Glendening’s 
68.7 percent tally in Greenbelt was significantly below the 
75% garnered four years ago by the Democratic candidate 
for governor.

Memorial Tree Brings Life 


Where Death Had Occurred

Approximately 60 family members, friends, city offi- 
cials and concerned citizens gathered at the corner of Han- 
over Parkway and Mandan Road on a beautiful autumn 
Saturday morning to dedicate a maple tree and plaque to 
the memory of Carlton F. (C.J.) Brown, I, the youth who 
was struck down in that area and died of a gunshot wound 
on May 13. Two other youths were charged with murder

Ils Dead Heat 


At 12:50 Wednesday morning, 
Republican Ellen Sauerbrey and 
Democrat Parris Glendening 
both declared victory. With 
100% of Maryland’s precincts 
reporting, Glendening had taken 
the lead by only 6,195 votes. 

Both are pinning their hopes 
on gaining the major share of the 
50,000 absentee ballots that 
would send them to the Governor’s 


Mansion for four years. Sauer- 
brey also said that “... every 
vote throughout the state will be 
challenged.” 


The absentee ballot count will 
be announced today, certification 
of the election results occurs next 
Monday. Reportedly, any alleged 
voting irregularities will be in- 
vestigated later.

The October 29 ceremony con- 
sisted of remarks by Greenbelt’s 
Mayor Antoinette Bram and 
other councilmembers, by C.J.’s 
parents, Carlton F. and Judy 
Brown, and by other family mem- 
bers and others. It ended with 
the group joining hands in prayer 
to sing “Amazing Grace.” 

Although a sad occasion, Bram 
remarked, she was thankful 
‘because she and the others would 
have memories, and the planting 
of the tree would help to rein- 
vigorate those memories. C.J.’s 
mother noted that since her 
son’s death, the corner at which 
the tree was planted had meant, 
for her, death. “Now [ll pass 
this corner and think of my 
son’s life,” she said. 

C.J.’s father urged community 
involvement. He had seen to it 
that his children were involved. 


Community involvement was 


needed to see that what happened © 


with C.J. doesn’t happen again. 
“When you see trouble, it’s time 
to talk about it,” he urged the 
many youths present, teammates 
of C.J. in the Greenbelt Boys 
and Girls Club. 

Others addressed special re- 
marks to the young people as 
well, Councilmember Edward 
Putens urged them not to forget 
and to care for the tree and 
pull any weeds around it. “This 
tree represents life” he said. 
Councilmember J Davis urged 
that C.J.s memory inspire the 
young people to do good things 
in his honor and to make sure 
that what happened doesn’t hap- 
pen again in Greenbelt. 

Bram asked the youths to 
please stay away from guns.

In Green- 
belt Joan Pitkin topped her fel- 
low incumbents with 3,133 votes. 
Mary Conroy was close behind 
with 3,087, and Jim Hubbard re- 
ceived 2,870. Conroy won over 
Pitkin by a small margin in the 
District 23 tally. Theodore Hen- 
derson, the top Republican in 
Greenbelt had less than ‘half of 
Hubbard’s vote. The other two 
Republicans, D. Alfred Schauer 
and Paul Tucker were very close 
to Henderson.

Council Deadlocks ona Proposa 


To Change City Recycling Center

After a lengthy discus- 
sion, the Greenbelt City 
Council took no action at 
its October 24 regular meet- 
ing on a proposal to change 
the city’s drop-off recycling 
center. 
a report on a new city pro- 
gram at a local high school, 
heard of proposed changes 
at the city cemetery, and 
again increased expenditures 
~~ the community center 
roof. 


Recycling Center 

In the absence of Councilmem- 
ber Edward Putens, council dead- 
locked in a 2-2 tie over the Re- 
eycling Advisory Committee’s 
recommendation that cans, bot- 
tles, and plastics no longer be 
collected at the drop-off recyc- 
ling center. The issue will be ex- 
amined again in December. 


The committee recommended 
the change to, in the words of 
member Leonie Penney, “maxi- 
mize the effectiveness of the 
available recycling dollars.” Con- 
tray to popular opinion, recyc- 
ling does not pay for itself. The 
city must pay each time the con- 
tainers are emptied. Committee 
Chair Kate Brett pointed out 
that the “comingled” bin, for 
cans and glass and plastic bot- 
tles, fills up first. In addition, all 
residents now have some form 
of residential recycling program 
—either curbside collection by 
the county or an apartment re- 
cycling program. 

Eliminating the  comingled 
from the drop off center would 
allow more room for collecting 
materials not collected in resi- 
dential programs and reduce the 
number of times the bins must 
be emptied. City Manager Dan- 
iel Hobbs cited an estimate of 
$2,000 for the potential savings. 
However, Recycling Coordinator 
Tracy Vincent doubted the city 
would save that much. 

Vincent also noted that non- 
recyclable materials are being 
put in the bins. Both she and 
Public Works Director Carl 
Hirsch attributed these contam- 
inants to nonresidents. Hirsch 
also felt that nonresidents were 
responsible for dumping bulky 
trash items at the center. Green- 
belters, he said, are more envi- 
ronmentally conscious than that. 
The committee estimates that at 
least one third of center users 
are nonresidents. 


Mayor Antoinette Bram and 
Councilmember Rodney Roberts 
argued that the potential sav- 
ings were too small to risk turn- 
ing off citizens from recycling. 
We need every way possible, 
Roberts said, for citizens to re- 
eycle. Bram preferred a more 
staged approach of first contact- 
ing community associations for 
comments before implementing 
the change. 


Councilmembers Thomas White 
and Judith Davis supported the 
proposed change. White was con- 
vinced he said, by reports 
from Hirsch and Vincent that 
nonresidents were putting non- 
recyclable materials in the bins. 

Davis noted that everyone in 
the county now has access to a 
recycling program so that there 
is “no valid excuse” for outsid- 
ers to leave comingled items at 
the drop-off. No one proposed 
making the change before Janu- 


Council also heard — 


ary 1, to allow people to drop 
off the containers from holiday 
beverages. This would allow ad- 
equate time to educate residents 
Davis felt. 

Penney also objected to this 
newspaper’s’- editorial, which 
she charged ran “at the twelfth 
hour.” The committee published 
two letters in the News Review 
and conducted a Labor Day sur- 
vey to inform citizens that they 
were considering this change. 
Most of those surveyed, said 
Brett, supported the change. 


Penney told council and the 
cable cameras that residents 
with little storage space can call 
474-8308 to have a small re- 
cycling pail delivered for free. 


She said that every ton of bev-_ 


erage containers collected 
through the recycling center costs 
the city $40. Every ton collected 
through residential programs, 
Penney argued, costs the city 
zilch,” 


School Officer — 

Corporal David Buerger, 
Greenbelt’s School Resource Of- 
ficer, described his activities in 
and around Eleanor Roosevelt 
High School. Council authorized 
this new position following the 
murder of a resident youth near 
the school last year. 

Buerger noted that he is start- 
ing to know many of the 2,800 
students at the school. When 
students are arriving and leav- 
ing, Buerger focuses on_ the 
parking lots and the surround- 
ing neighborhoods to reduce both 
the number of students leaving 
the school and the number of 
nonstudents coming onto school 
property. 

His in-school duties include re- 
sponding to calls on the school 
system radio, and patrolling hall- 
ways during class breaks. He 
works closely, he said, with the 
two school security officers. 

Council members Judith Dav- 
is and Rodney Roberts passed 
along praise they had received 
from neighboring residents and 
members of the Youth Advisory 
Board. Buerger told Davis that 
he intends to go to other Green- 
belt schools, but so far has only 
been to Greenbelt Middle School 
and to Roosevelt. Reaction from 
students has been mixed, he 
said, with some appreciating his 
presence and others seeing no 
need for an officer in the school.

for beautification of the city 
cemetery to the Parks and Rec- 
reation Advisory Board follow- 
ing a presentation by Horticul- 
turist Bill Phelan. Phelan con- 
fessed that he thinks it is “ex- 
cellent the way it is,” but noted 
that others would like to see 
improvements. 

Phelan described the site as 
an open clearing on top of the 
hill in the woods. He opposed 
putting in too many floral dis- 
plays in the grassy section. The 
plan calls for creating two rais- 
ed stone flower beds along the 
entrance road and for planting 
crabapples and a hedgerow of 
Leyland Cypress on the north 
side of the property. The wooded 
area would be cleared somewhat 
by removing undergrowth and 
low limbs. 


The proposal calls for black 
metal picket fencing and gate, 
benches and some plantings. A 
memorial marker would be plac- 
ed at the Turner family grave- 
site and a wooden sign at the 
entrance. Gravel would be added 
to the paths where needed. 


The total estimated cost of 
these improvements is $15,200. 
The funds would come from the 
accumulated interest from the 
Perpetual Maintenance Trust 
Fund established by city code for 
the cemetery. 


Community Center 


Council changed the change 
order approved at the last meet- 
ing for replacing the commun- 
ity center’s roof. Replacing the 
roof is now expected to cost 
$259,300. This change corrected 
the previous action, in which in- 
accurate cost figures were used 
due to a miscommunication be- 
tween the contractor and city 
staff. The renovation contract 
had included $79,000 for roof re- 
pairs; however, the contractor 
found more deterioration than 
expected. At the September 26 
meeting, council agreed that the 
roof should be replaced rather 
than extensively patched. 


The project has a $300,000 
contingency allowance for un- 
anticipated costs. However, staff 
cautioned that such a large in- 
crease in a single facet of the 
project could lead to the con- 
tingency fund not being suffi- 
cient to cover all unpleasant sur- 
prises.

To try to reduce costs, City 
Manager Daniel Hobbs recom- 
mended switching to a lower cost 
roof with a 10 year warranty 
(instead of the 20 year warranty 
of the better quality roof). How- 
ever council unanimously agreed 
with Councilmember Judith Da- 
vis that such piecemeal patch- 
wourk would be “penny wise and 
pound foolish” and voted for the 
higher quality roof.

The first recom- 
mends various steps for improv- 
ing the safety of those crossing 
Kenilworth Avenue. The other 
discusses ways to accommodate 
mountain biking in the city 
owned woods between Ridge 
Road and the Baltimore Wash- 
ington Parkway (Parcels 1 and 
2).

Council Hears BARC Plan For Four-Building Complex 


by Diane Oberg 
Possible changes at the Beltsville Agricultural Re- 


search Center (BARC) were the topic of two presentations . 


to the Greenbelt City Council on October 24. Of most con- 
cern to council was the Department of Agriculture’s pro- 
posal to build a four building office complex on BARC 
property. Also discussed were ongoing renovations at the 


research center. 
USDA Heaquarters 


The U.S. Department of Agri- 
culture (USDA) has filed an en- 
vironmental impact statement for 
its proposal] to construct four 
two-story office buildings at 
BARC. This office complex would 
house roughly 1,500 employees 
with 900 parking spaces provided. 


According to Senior Mechani- 
cal Engineer Michael Sozonov of 
USDA, the department has found 
there would be “no significant im- 
pact” on the environment if the 
complex were built on any of 
the three sites under considera- 
tion. A fourth site “C” was elim- 
inated from consideration be- 
cause it did not meet the “no 
sigmificant impact” standard. 


Proposed Sites 
The study was prepared by 
GNM & ‘Associates. Wilbert 


Zuylen, vice president of archi- 
tecture for the firm, said that 
the three proposed sites were 
evaluated for “constructability.” 
Site A, a 115 acre site on the 
western portion of BARC, is the 
“most desirable,” said JZuylen. 
The site is across from the Green- 
ibelt Metro Station between the 
CSX tracks and Rhode Island 
Avenue, between Sunnyside Ave- 
nue and the Capital Beltway. 


The next most desirable site, 
according to Zuylen, is Site B, 
comprising 83 acres in the east- 
ern portion of BARC. The ori- 
ginal site identified at this loca- 
tion was 120 acres, but was re- 
duced to exclude wetlands and 
forested areas. This site js loca-

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ted along Powder Mill Road at 
Soil Conservation Road. 

The final site D was defined in 
in the study as a 94 acre site 
located in the western portion of 
BARC at the intersection of Ed- 
monston Road and Beaver Dam 
Road. The available acreage 
has now been reduced to roughly 
45 acres, according to Zuylen. 
Part of the original site has been 
found to be on the “priorities 
list” for Superfund cleanup. 

The department’s specifications 
for the office site require a mini- 
mum of 30 acres for the build- 
ings, parking lots and buffer ar- 
eas. 


Must it be BARC? 


Councilmember Rodney Ro- 
iberts pointed out the amount of 
land along the Beltway already 
zoned for office space and asked 
whether other sites were consid- 
ered. However, Sozonov said 
that building on land not already 
federally owned would not meet 
the government’s requirements. 
The purpose of this complex he 
said, is to wean USDA from 
leased space. Building on federal 
property will reduce the immedi- 
ate costs, making construction af- 
fordable. Elimination of rent pay- 
ments will save taxpayers money 
in the long run, Zuylen added.

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Sozonov assured council that 
USDA realizes it needs to provide 
buffer zones, jogging/biking 
trails, and other amenities. How- 
ever, it is still early in the plan- 
ning process so no. specific 
building plans are yet available. 


Council Concerns 

Mayor Antoinette Bram recap- 
ped the city’s longstanding oppo- 
sition to the extension of Kenil- 
worth Avenue. “Given the traffic 
problems that already exist, how 
can you generate more traffic in 
this area?” she asked. 

Roberts pressed Sozonov as to 
why such large parcels were 
being considered for a project 
alleged to require just 30 acres. 
“It will be hard to convince me,” 
lhe said, “that you don’t want to 
move more buildings there.” 


BARC Modernization 

Dr. K. D. Murrell, Director of 
BARC, reported to council on 
renovation efforts currently under 
way. A new dairy barn recently 
opened, along with an “an aerobic 
digester,” to dispose of liquid 
and solid waste from the dairy 
operation. All but one of the 
old dairy barns will be removed. 

The modernization effort will 
bring BARC facilities up to code. 
Four new buildings wil] be con- 
structed, new greenhouses will be 
built, and Powder Mill Road will 
be upgraded between the Balti- 
more Washington Parkway and 
Route 197, 

BARC is working with the 
Goddard Space Flight Center and 
Patuxent Wildlife Reguge to 
provide transportation between 
the three visitor centers and to 
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coordinate their activities as 


much as possible. 


A new master plan for BARC 
is being developed. Council 
heard a presentation by Scott 
Knudsen, representing the con- 
tractor responsible for the study. 
The target date for completing 
the plan is early 1996. Knudsen 
said that in developing the plan, 
their intent is to maintain the 
existing character of BARC. 


Murrell said that many of the 
tenants currently occupying space 
at BARC are expected to leave, 
including the Food and Drug 
Administration and the Environ- 
mental Protection Agency. No 
other federal agencies are cur- 
rently planning to move _ to 
BARC, other than the proposed 
USDA headquarters. There is a 
chance that the Museum of 
Natural History may relocate its 
collections and research opera- 
tions, Murrell said, 


In the past, BARC has not 
really been prepared to decide 
that a proposed use of the pro- 
perty is inappropriate and to 
document its objection, according 
to Director Murrell. The master

Some People Are 
Owed Tax Refunds 


For the ninth straight year 
the Internal Revenue Service and 
the Maryland State Comptroller’s 
Office are teaming up to locate 
area residents who are due tax 
refunds from their 1993 and prior 
year federal] and state income 
tax returns. 

According to Paul M. Harring- 
ton, IRS District Director for 
Maryland and the District of 
Columbia, 1-713 federal refund 
checks, totalling nearly one mil- 
lion dollars were returned by 
the postal service marked unde- 
liverable. Comptroller Louis L. 
Goldstein noted that his office 
has 2,707 state refund checks. 
totalling $662,621 which were re- 
turned by the postal service 
marked undeliverable. 

Harrington said, “these tax- 
payers may have moved or 
changed their last names during 
the year and did not notify the 
IRS or the State of Maryland, 
or the address on the returns 
may simply have been illegible.” 
When a refund is returned by the 
post office, the two agencies at- 
tempt to find the taxpayer and 
deliver the check, but there are 


usually some who cannot be 
found.

1993 or prior year federal re- 
fund check, and who has not al- 
ready contacted the IRS, should 
eall (800) 829-1040.

1995 Budget and Resales 


Discussed by GHI Board

The main topic of discussion at the October 20 Green- 
belt Homes, Inc. board meeting was to be the final section 


of the 1995 proposed budget.

cussion of budget was not completed at the meeting and a 
special meeting was called for October 27 and is also sum- 


marized in this article. 

Ad Hoc Resales Committee 

A written request was made 
to the board by the Ad Hoc Re- 
sales Committee to review two 
recommendations. The first rec- 
ommendation was to authorize 
management to explore contract- 
ing out all inspections related to 
the sale of GHI homes. The rea- 
sons for this reccommendation 
were the possibility of cost sav- 
ings; the use of an industry-ap- 
proved standard of inspection; 
and the elimination of misunder- 
standings between GHI _ and 
homeowners. <A _ second recom- 
mendation was to have GHI 
maintain a complete list of 
homes for sale whether by own- 
er or through a realtor. This list 
would be available to prospect- 
ive buyers. A decision on these 
reccommendations was deferred 
by the board. 

Lead Poison Prevention 

At the request of GHI, State 
Senator Leo Green had asked 
the Maryland Office of the At- 
torney General for an interpre- 
tation of the Lead Poison Pre- 
vention Program Act as it may 
relate to cooperative housing. 
The provisions of this act are 
applicable to rental homes and

units but not owner-occupied 
housing. It was the opinion of 
the Office of the Attorney Gen- 
eral that cooperative housing 
would be treated the same as an 
owner-occupied home. However, 
the situation where a unit is sub- 
let is not clear. In this situation 
the unit would no longer be own- 
er occupied and the property 
would be subject to the act. It 
is unclear whether GHI, the mem- 
ber, or both would be responsi- 
ble. A long discussion followed, 
however no decisions were 
reached. 

One member questioned wheth- 
er there was lead in the bath- 
tubs of the homes. There was 
concern that children playing in 
the bath water, and perhaps in- 
ingesting some, could be subject 
to lead poisoning. Jay Freedman, 
Director of Technical Services 
had been asked to. investigate 
this issue. At the October 27 
meeting he reported informally 
that his investigation produced 
information that no lead is found 
in or leached from cast iron 
tubs. He is preparing a written 
response to the board. 

1995 Proposed Budget 
At these two meetings the sec- 
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tions of the budget related to 
maintenance and improvement 
were discussed in extreme detail. 
The board has been operating 
under a mandate to keep annual 
increases to a minimum. For 
1994, after a major membership 
meeting, the budget remained at 
the same expenditure level as in 
1993. The proposed budget for 
1995 calls for an average total 
increase of 1.5% for all homes. 
For frame homes, this represents 
a 2.5% increase and for the larg- 
er homes a 1.9% inerease. The 
masonry homes would have no 
increase in monthly charges. 


What follows is a sampling of 
the detailed discussions _ held. 
None was followed by a change 
to the budget. Actual budget 
changes will be proposed at a 
later meeting. Under mainten- 
ance carried out by contract, the 
board discussed tree trimming 
and removal ($50,000) and bath- 
tub reglazing ($13,700) which the 
director of maintenance indi- 
eates is the amount needed to 
cover the very worst cases. When 
pest extermination was discus- 
sed, board members indicated 
that they felt, from personal 
experience, the contractor was 
not following procedures of let- 
ting units know that other units 
in the row were being treated. 
Director Alan Turnbull suggest- 
ed training a GHI staff person 
in Integrated Pest Management 
or to contract with a business 
that used this technique. 


With most sections of the bud- 
get, the first question asked was 
how much GHI had spent to date 
this yeor or had budgeted for 
1994. These figures are not 
snown in the detail of the 1995 
proposed budget. GHI Treasurer 
Vonda Henry indicated that it is 
impossible to understand the 
1995 figures without the 1994 


data. Although management in- 
dicated that this type of detail 
was very time consuming to pro- 
duce, it was requested to provide 
as much as possible prior to the 
next meeting. 

Former director and long-time 
member Nat Shinderman and 
current audit committee member 
Ray Stevens expressed concern 
that the budget is confusing 
monies spent from current sourec- 
es with that which is budgeted 
under “replacement reserves.” 
The issue surfaced when Shind- 
erman questioned whether porch 
roof replacement was covered 
under replacement reserves. It is 
but the budget makes it appear 
that it is coming out of current 
funds. It was agreed that this

Approximately $9,000 is budg- 
eted toward the covering of ma- 
sonry home trim elements with 
aluminum and vinyl.

Turnbull 
stated that he does not approve 
of covering the original architec- 
tural features and this post cov- 
ering is especially bad. Manage- 
ment indicated that they have 
searched widely for a more ap- 
propriate cover, but in vain. Man- 
agement also discussed the prob- 
lems that they had encountered 
in trying to keep the post paint- 
ed and looking presentable.
